Three giillniit chunks made by 
the French along the fiont of the enc- 
mj's pobltion had fulled utterly in their 
purpose; on the fourth attempt being 
made the cavalry in a solid body en- 
tered the field, «nd svv eepnig around to 
the rctir of Neerwuulen hurled Itseli 
on tlio Duteh from behind. The charge 
decided the fate of tho daj and gave the 
battle to the French. 


At the buttle of Viornelorf, Oe»n Seid- 


lity, Prick-nek die Great's famous cnv- 
fihj lender, gave the victory to his king 
by "a BinKle brilliant charge on the Hut 
hl'iins, who hud driven the infantry hi a 
panic from the field. Tho day eecmed 


potil followed with M sqaadrons of cul 
rassicra, and after Mm come the whole 
swarming mass of French horse. The 
cuirassiers launched themselves on the 
Russian bayonets, but the stolid le- 
gions of the czar withstood the shock. 
Acain and again tho French recoiled 
from the Iron wall. At length their 
stubborn antagonists gave ground at 
one point, making a breach through 
which the cuirassiers and dragoons 
strove to be first io pass. Once back of 
the fir&t line tho r<*t came naturally. 
The o\erthrow of the Kussian regi- 
ments followed, and then the .horse 
scattered to slaughter.

still fought In squads and companies, 
tmd amongst them the cavalry ™e°? 
Ml sides. To add to the honor oT this 
rh tree the Russians trained their art li- 
fe ry on their own soldicjs nnd on the 
French, firing blindly and seemingly 
not caring w hethct friend, or foes went 
down. 


Qtn. Kclk-rnnnn's charge at Ma- 


rengo was equallj rcmiukable. He hud 
received orders to attack the AtiFtnan 
caiahy, and swept down upon it with 
extraordinary vigor It was dispersed, 
and Kellerrmmn threw himself on the 
flunk of a column of grenadiers, Already 
assailed in front bj the French m- 
antry. He split the column in two, his

At Waterloo the first charge of tho 


English cavalry on the French position 
*dbgallan1lj marie. TheEnVllshtroops 
cut a column of 5,000 men literally to 
pieces nnd hwept it from their path., 
Kapoleon, hot ing the contusion, ordered 
his cuirassieis To the attack. 
A des- 


perate fight followed when the 
two 


bodies of hoi semen came together. At 
last the English were driven back, but 
less than ore-fifth of the squadron re- 
gained the Ilrltish lines. 


Of nil cavalry rhargesperhaps thatof 


the immortal 000, during the war of 
tho Crimea, is 
the most 
famous. 


It was the result of a foolish order, and, 
it was as unnecessary as it was heroic, 
lor it entailed only a useless slaughter 
of brave men. 


When the order came Lord Cardigan 


led hia troops down the open valley, 
where they wete cruelly cxposedlto the 
flro of ortilleiy and Infantry in front 
and on both flanks 1 bus they were as- 
sailed far the whole distance of their 
tragic ride. The flre of the cuivnon nod 
rifles ohnoht destrojed tho brigade. 
Less than 200 men survived the charge. 


A charge quite as heroic as that of

mont's botljKunid near Springfield, 
Mo , in. the first jcar of the civil war.
